INDIA-AUSTRALIA CRICKET TEST MATCH SERIES — 


A series of five cricket test matches was played between 
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India and Australia during December 77 and February 1978. 
The Ist, the IInd and the Vth test matches played respectively 
at Brisbane, Perth and Adelaide were won by Australia ; the 
rest two played at Melbourne and Sydney went in India’s 
favour. Australia thus clinched the series by 3-2. The Indian 
’ team was led by Bishan Singh Bedi. His Australian counter- 
part was Bobby Simpson. 


OLYMPIC GAMES, 1976 


The 2lst Olympaid was held in Montreal (Canada) from 
July 17 to August 1, 1976 (the 12th winter Olympics having 
taken place in Innsbruck (Austria) from February 4 to 15, 
1976). Two serious political disagreements, namely the parti- 
cipation of Taiwan and of New Zealand marred the event. 
The U.S.S.R. by winning 48 ‘golds’ topped the medals tally. 
In the field of Hockey, New Zealand claimed the gold: the 
silver and the bronze were bagged by Australia and Pakistan 
respectively. India took the seventh place. The next Olympic 
Games will be held in 1980 in Lake Placid (New York State: 
winter) and Moscow (summer). 


INDO-PAK HOCKEY TEST MATCH SERIES 


Four hockey test matches between India and Pakistan 
were played at Bombay, Bangalore, Karachi and Lahore in 
February 1978. India lost all but the Lahore match.

AWARDS, HONOURS, PRIZES 


NATIONAL AWARDS ABOLISHED 


The Prime Minister Mr. Morarji Desai has recently 
announced in the Lok Sabha, the Government’s decision to 
discontinue the institution of National Awards. The Attorney- 
General who was consulted, had clearly advised that on “‘a 
harmonious interpretation” of the world “‘title’ in clause 
of Articles 18 as well as clauses 2 and 3 thereof the Bharat 
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Ratna and Padma awards would fall within the prohibition of 
grant of titles and would in his view, be “contrary not only to 
the letter but spirit of Article 18.’’ Those who have received 
such awards in the past are being informed that they will not 
be allowed to use these awards as titles. Violation of this 
instruction will result in withdrawal of the award. 


GALLANTRY AWARDS 


1, Param Vir Chakre—The highest award for bravery 
or some daring and pre-eminent act of valour of self-sacrifice 
in the presence of the enemy, whether on land, at sea or in the 
air. | ; 

2. Mahavir Chakra—lIt is the second highest decoration 
and is awarded for acts of conspicious gallantry in the pre- 
sence of the enemy, whether on land, at sea or in the air. 

3. Vir Chakra—lIt is the third in order of awards given 
for acts of gallantry in ihe presence of the enemy, whether on 
land at sea or in the air. 


4. Ashok Chakra—This medal is awarded for the most 
Conspicious bravery or some daring or pre-eminent act of 
valour or self-sacrifice on land at sea or in the air but not im 
the presence of enemy. According to merit, it is divided in 
three categories : I, Il and III; 2nd category medal is called 
Kirti Chakra and 3rd category medal Shaurya Chakra. 

5. Vishisthe Sewa Medal—it is awarded to personnel 
of all the three Services ir class I, H and Ul in recognition of 
distinguished service of the ‘‘most exceptional” and “excep- 
tional” and a “high” order respectively. Prefixes Parma and 
Ati are placed before first two categories of the prize respec- 
tively. 

6. Jeewan Raksha Padak—Awarded for meritorious acts 
or-a series of acts of a human nature displayed in saving 
the life from drowning, fire and rescue operations in mines 
eic.

1. Krishi Pandit—This title is awarded annually by the 
Indian Council of Agriculture Research to farmers who have 
made special contribution to the cause of Indian Agriculture. 


2. Bhatnagar Awards—This award is given by the indian, 
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Council of Industrial and Scientific Research Institute in 
memory of late Dr. Shanti Sarup Bhatnagar for important 
contribution in any field of science ; five prizes each valued at 
Rs. 10,000 are given every year. 


3. Arjuna Award—This award, began in 1961, is given 
to the outstanding sportsmen and sportswomen of the country 
every year. (Latest list of award winners has been given in 
Sports section). 


4. Jananapeeth Prize—Instituted by a literary Organi- 
sation in India, Bhartiya Jananapeeth, for outstanding coniri- 
bution to Indian literature. Award for the year 1976 has gone 
to the Bengali Novelist Mrs. Ashapurna Devi for her novel 
Prathma Pratishruti. 


5. Akademi Awards—Three Indian Akademies i.e. Lalit 
Kala Akademi, Sangeet Natak Akademi and Sahitya Akademi 
give annual awards. Prize of first two akademies go to outstan- 
ding artists in their respective field and the Sahitya Akademi 
awards are given on the outstanding books. 


6. Export Promotion Award—This award, the Trophy 
for Exports, is given by the Government of India for out- 
standing export performance.

Bethlehem—A town in Palestine,birth-place of Christ. 


Buland Darwaze—This is the highest gate in the world 
nown as Gateway of Fatehpur Sikari ; built by Akbar. 
Corsica—The island where Napolean was born.

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Cape Cannerval—Situated in Florida (U.S.A.). It is 
America’s spaceship launching centre. Formerly it was known: 
cas Cape Kennedy. Cape Cannerval is the original name of

Commonwealth of Nations—It is an important inter- 
national body founded by the Great Britain. It is a free asso- 
‘ciation of 36 sovereign independent states. Important 
countries are : U.K., Canada, Australia, New Zealand, India 
and Bangla Desh. Pakistan is no longer a member of the 
‘Commonwealth. 


Diego Garcia isa small island among the Chegos’ 
archipelago of the Indian Ocean, almost midi way between: 
Kanyakumari and Mauritius and ata distance of 2,400 miles 
from our sea shore. The whole archipelago was discovered: 
{and named after) by one of the Portugese captains. There are’ 
some two dozen islands in the archipelago—of which the two 
bigger ones are Diego Garcia and Peros Banhos-spread over a 
radius of about 90 miles. The islands range from less than a 
‘square mile to 25 square miles in area. Diego Garcia currently 
came in the news when (the Chagos island group was retained | 
by the British who while granting independence to/ Mauritus in 
1968 removed their forces from the islands) the ‘British gave 
‘the U.S. government permission to build a modern naval base 
here. The Littoral countries along the Indian Ocean have 
raised their voice against the “‘step’. Led by India these 
countries (rightly) think that a base built by a(ny) big power 
here would upset the peace in the region and would 
consequently mean a threat to International peace.

t is scheduled to reach the giant plant in July 1979. Its 
ompanion, Voyager I, similarly equipped has since been 
aunched. Thetwo crafts are expected first to reach the 
icinity of Jupiter ; then on to Saturn and then Uranus and 
inally towards distant stars where probably intelligent 
ivilizations exist.

GEOGRAPHICAL INFORMATION 


The Solar System—It is the name given to the “‘family’ 
fthe Sun. There are nine planets some of whom have 
moons’/satellites revolving round them. The planets of the 
olar system are, in order counting from the Sun outwards, 
ercury, Venus, Earth, Mars, Asteroids, Jupiter, Saturn, 
ranus, Neptune and-Pluto.

The Rajya Sabha consists of not 
lore than 250 members of whom 12 are nominated by the 
resident of India for their special knowledge or experience in 
terature, science, art and social service, the rest are elected 
idirectly. Members of the Rajya Sabha must be the citizens 
f India and not less than 30 years of age. The Rajya Sabha 
annot be dissolved ; one-third of its members retire on the 
xpiry of every two years. The continuity of the Rajya 
abha acquires a special significance when the Lok Sabha 
ands dissolved. Itis then thatthe Rajya Sabha discharges 
ie obligations of Parliament to look after the nation’s inte- 
>st. Recently Rajya Sabha completed 25 years of its life. On 
lis occasion, silver jubilee of the House was celebrated. Rajya 
abha was constituted on April 3, 1952 and met for the first 
me on May 13, 1952, under the chairmanship of Dr. Sarva- 
alli Radhakrishnan. During the 25 years of its life, Rajya 
abha has done valuable work in the Legislative as well as 
ther fields of parlimentary activity and has more than 
ilfilled the expectations of the framers of our Constitution. 


Lok Sabha—Members are directly elected from territorial 
nstituencies in the states; the representative of the State 
Jammu and Kashmir being appointed by the President on 
e recommendation of the Legislature of the State. The 
esident can nominate 2 members to the Lok Sabha to 
present the Angio-indian Community if, in his opinion, it is 
t adequately represented. Unless dissolved sooner, the term 
the Lok Sabha is 6 years from the date of its first meeting. 
ere cannot be more than 545 members in it. 


The sixth Lok Sabha was constituted on March 23, 1977. 
e party position in the 542-seat house at that time was: 
nata (271), Congress (154), C.F.D. (28), CPI-M (22), 
IADMK (19), Akali Dal (9), CPI (7), other parties (23), 
dependents (8), DMK (1). | 

The main functions of the Parliament are to make laws for 
e country, to make finances available for the need of the 
vernment and appropriate funds necessary for the services 
the state. 

Parliamentary Committees—To assist the Parliament in 
deliberations, Parliamentary Committees are appointed. 
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The three important committees are the Public Accoun 
Committee (PAC), the Estimates Committee, and Public Unde 
takings Committee. The Public Accounts Committee scrutinis 
the Appropriation Accounts of Government of India and th 
report of the Comptroller and Auditor-General thereon. 
ensures that public money is spent in accordance with Parli 
ment’s decisions and calls attention to cases of waste etc. i 
Public Services. 


THE PRESIDENT 


The President is the Constitutional Head of the Republi 
of India. All the executive powers of the Union, including th 
Supreme Command of the Defence Forces, are vested in th 
President and all executive actions are take in his name. 


Qualifications for Election as President of India 
1. He must be a citizen of India. 2. He must not be less tha 
35 years of age. 3. He must be qualified for election as 
member of the House of the People. 4. He must not be hold 
ing any office of profit under the Government of India. 


He is eligible for the re-election. He holds the office fo 
a period of five years. 


Powers—Powers of the President can be studied under th 
following heads: 


1. Executive Powers: He appoints the Governors of th 
States, the Chief Justice of India and other Judges of th 
Superme Court, the Chief Justices and other Judges of Hig 
Courts, the Members of the Union Public Service Commissio1 
the Auditor-General, the Comptroller-General and the Chi 
Election Commissioner. 


He makes diplomatic appointments. He is the Suprer 
Commander of Armed Forces. He governs the centrally a 
ministered areas through Chief Commissioners or Lt.-Gove 
nors. Hecalls upon the leader of the majority party to choo: 
his Cabinet and thus appoints the Prime Minister. 


2. Legislative Powers: He may address either House « 
Parliament, send messages to either House containing matt 
that he wants to be reconsidered by the House. He can dissolh 
the Lower House and order fresh election. Any bill passed t 
the Parliament must receive his assent before it becomes ¢ 
Act. He can promulgate ordinance when Parliament is n 
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n session. 


3. Financial Powers : No money bills and demand for 
rants can be introduced or moved in the Parliament unless 
t is recommended by the President.

FUNDAMENTAL RIGHTS OF AN INDIAN CITIZEN 


Following rights are enjoyed by every citizen, irrespective 
f caste, colour, creed and sex: 


Right to Equality : No special privileges, no distinction on 
rounds of religion, caste, creed and sex. 


Right to Freedom : The Right to freedom of expression, and 
eech, the right to choose one’s own profession, the right to 
side in any part of the Indian Union, to acquire, hold and 
ispose of property. | 

Right to Freedom to Religion: Except when it is in the 
terest cf public order, morality order, health or other condi- 


ons, everybody has the right to profess, practice and 
opagate-his religion freely. 


Right to Property : No person shall be deprived of his 
operty—movable or immovable, except by the authority of 


Culturaland Educational Rights: The Constitution pro- 
des that every community can run its own institutions to 
eserve its own culture and language. 


Right against Exploitation : Trafficin human beings and 
reed labour and the employment of children under 14 years 
factories Or mines, are punishable offences. 


Right to Constitutional Remedies : When a citizen finds that 
"y of his fundamental rights have been encroached upon, he 
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can move the Supreme Court which has been empowered to 
safeguard the fundamental rights of a citizen. 


BASIC DUTIES 


10 fundamental duties for the Indian citizens have been 
incorporated in the Constitution through the Constitution 
(42nd) Amendment Act. These duties are : (i) to abide by 
the Constitution and respect its ideals and institutions, and 
National Flag and National Anthem ; (ii) to cherish and 
follow the noble deeds which inspired our national struggle 
for freedom ; (iii) to uphold and protect the sovereignty, 
unity and integrity of India ; (v) to defend the country and 
render national service when called upon to do so; (¥) to 
promote harmony and the spirit of common brotherhocd 
amongst all the people of India _ transcending religious, 
linguistic and regional or sectional diversities ; to renounce 
practices derogatory to the dignity of women ; (vi) to value 
and preserve the rich heritage of our composite culture ; (vi) 
to protect and improve natural environment including forests, 
lakes, rivers and wild life, and to have compassion for living 
creatures ; (viii) to develop the scientific temper, humanism 
and the spirit of inquiry-and reform ; (ix) to safeguard 
public property and to abjure violence ; (x) to strive towards 
excellence in all spheres of individual and collective activity 
so that the nation constantly rises to higher levels of endea- 
your and achievement. 


THE SUPREME COURT 


The Supreme Court of India consists of a Chief justice and 
14 Judges appointed by the President. The Judges hold 
office till the age of 65. For appointment as a Judge of the 
Supreme Court, a person must be a citizen of India and must 
have been for at least five years a Judge of a High Court or 
advocate of a High Court for at least ten years ; or he must 
be, in the opinion of the President, a distinguished jurist. The 
Supreme Court normally sits i Dethi. | 


THE INSTITUTION OF LOKPAL 


The government has introduced in the Lok Sabha a bill 
providing for the appointment of a Lokpal to inquire into 
allegations of misconduct against public men. The bill 
provides that the Lokpa! will be appointed by the President of 
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India. He will not be a member of Parliament or state 
legislature and will not be a member of any political party. 
He will hold office for a period of 5 years. 


COMMISSIONS OF ENQUIRY 


The government of India has appointed following three 
ommissions to enquire into (7) Excesses during emergency, 
(ii) Charges against the former Defence Minister Mr.

Shah Commission—Appointed on May 19, 1977. This 
one-man inquiry commission is investigating into complaints 
of excesses and atrocities committed during emergency. (Also 
see ‘Current Affairs’ ). 


Reddy Commission—This one-man commission of 
inquiry appointed on June 6, 1977 will enquire into the Nagar- 
wala episode involving removal of Rs. 60 iakhs from the State 
Bank of India, Parliament Street, New Delhi, on May 24, 
1971 by Mr. V. P. Malhotra, the then Chief Cashier of the 
Bank to deliever to Mr. R. S. Nagarwala and the chain of 
events which followed. | 


Gupta Commission—This one-man commission has been 
entrusted with the task of enquring the affairs of the Maruti 
concerns. The three Maruti concerns involved are: Maruti 
Ltd., Maruti Heavy Vehicles (P) Ltd. and Maruti Technical 
Services (P) Ltd. 


UNION PUBLIC SERVICE COMMISSION (U.P.S.C.) 


This commission is responsible for (i) recruitment to all 
civil services and posts, under the Union Government by 
written examinations, interviews and promotions, and (ii) 
advising the Government on all matters relating to methods of 
recruitment, principles to: be followed in making promotions 
and transfers. The chairman is appointed by the President ef 
India. 

Staff Selection Commission—The Union Government 
has constituted the Staff Selection Commission for recruitment 
to non-technical Class III posts in the central departments 
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and in subordinate offices. The Administrative Reform 
Commission had recommended the setting up of such 
commission. 


NATIONAL SYMBOLS 


National Emblem—In the National Emblem adopted by 
the Government of India from the Sarnath Lion, Capitol o 
Ashoka, on January 26, 1950, only three lions are visible, the 
fourth being hidden from view. The wheel appears in relief 
in the centre of the abacus with a bull on the right anda 
horse on the left. The bell-shaped lotus has been omitted. 
The words ‘“Satyameva Jayate’ meaning “Truth alone 
triumphs”, are inscribed below the Emblem in Devanagri 
Script. 


National Flag—The National Flag of India is a horizontal 
tricolour of deep saffron (Kesari), white, and dark green in 
equal proportion. In the centre of the white band there is a 
wheel in navy blue. ~The wheel has 24 spokes and stands for 
progress. 


National Anthem—Ravindra Nath Tagore’s song ‘Jana- 
gana-mana’ was adopted as the National Anthem of India on 
January 24, 1950. 


National Song—Bankim Chandra Chatterji’s “Vande 
Matram’ which was a source of inspiration to the people in 
their struggle for freedom, has been adopted as National 
song. It has an equal status with the National Anthem. 


National Bird, Flower and Animal of India—Peacock, 
Lotus and Tiger respectively.

The new 
company which replaces the Coal Mines Authority Ltd. will 
have several subsidiary companies. 


Fertiliser Industry—The Union cabinet has decided to 
reorganise the public sector fertiliser industry into jive sepa- 
rate companies. National Fertilisers Ltd., which till now 
was looking after the Bhatinda and Panipat plants, will now 
get the Nangal plant in addition, making it in effect a north- 
west corporation. Namrup, Durgapur, Haldia and Barauni 
have been grouped together toform Bharat Fertilisers Ltd., 
which will be in effect a ezstern region compary. The Trom- 
bay units as well as thetwo new giant plants to come up at 
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Zewas, will now constitute West Coast Fertilisers Ltd., and 
un on natural gas from Bombay High. The parent Fertilisers 
corporation of India will continue with four existing units— 
Sindhri, Gorakhpur, Talcher and Ramagundam—and also 
1ave charge of new units proposed at Korba and Paradeep. 


Nationalisation of Banks—The Government of India on 
fuly 19, 1969, took over 14 biggest commercial banks in- 
sorporated in the country, through an Ordinance promulgated 
by the actirg President at the time, Shri V.V. Giri. Banks 
with deposits of less than Rs. 50 crores each at the end of last 
month were excluded from that scope of nationalisation. For- 
sign Banks have not been nationalized. On March 3lst, 
1970, the Parliament passed Banking Companies (Acquisition, 
and Transfer of Undertaking) Act. Names of the nationalised 
banks are: Central Bank of India, Bank of India, Punjab 
National Bank, Bank of Baroda, United Commercial Bank, 
anara Bank, United Bank of India, Dena Bank, Syndicate 
ank, Union Bank of India, Allahabad Bank, Indian Bank, 
ank of Maharashtra and Indian Overseas Bank.

POSTS AND TELEGRAPHS 


The postal system in India, is perhaps, as ancient as her 
temples. The basis of authority of the existing postal system 
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in India is Act 6 of 1858. The Indian postal network, one of 
the largest in the world, is the second big state enterprise of 
the country, the first being the Railways. It provides employ- 
ment to morethan four lakhs-of people. At present there are 
more than one lakh post offices in the country. Indian Posts 
and Telegraphs Department comes under the administrative 
control of the Government of India in the Department of 
Communications. The Department also discharges certain 
agency functions like the work of Post Office Savings Bank, 
National Savings Certificates and Postal Life Insurance, 
Collections of Broadcasting Receivers and TV Licence and 
collection of customs duty on postal articles on behalf of 
other Departments of the Government of India.

« A mic Energy—Atomic Energy Commission (AEC) was 
set up in August 1941. It is responsible for the application of 
atomic energy in India for peaceful purposes. At Trombay 
near Bombay (Maharashtra) there are (a) Bhabha Atomic 
Research Centre and (b) four nuclear research reactors named 
(i) Apsara, (ii) Cirus, (iii) Zerlina, (iv) Purnima. There are 
also three nuclear power stations in the country. These are: 
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(i) Tarapore Atomic Power Station (80 km north of Bombay), 
(ii) Rana Pratap Sagar Bandh in Raj. (iii) Kalpakkam Atomic 
Power Station in Tamil Nadu, under construction. Foundation 
stone of country’s fourth atomic power station at Narora (50 
miles from Bulandshahr (U.P.) on the bank of Ganga was 
laid on January 13, 1974 by the Ex-Prime Minister Mrs. Indira 
Gandhi. 


Atomic Blast by India—On May 18, 1974 India carried 
out an underground “‘peaceful nuclear explosion experiment” 
at Pokhran (Rajasthan) at 8°5 a.m. ata depth of more than 
100 metres and thus she become the world’s sixth nuclear 
power : the first five being—U.S.A., U.S.S.R., U.K., France 
and China. No radio-active fallout has been reported. The 
test is a proof of India’s marvellous achievement in the field 
of nuclear technology. 


Space Research—In June 1972, Space Commission was 
set up. Hitherto Indian Space Research Organisation (ISRO) 
under the Department of Atomic Energy was responsible for 
space research in India. The Indian space programme has 
three facets—space science (at Thumba), space science applica- 
tion (af Ahmedabad) and proving ground (at Sriharikota— 
Andhra Pradesh). A number of sounding rockets have been 
successfully fired from the Thumba Equatorial Rocket Launch- 
ing Station (TERLS) which had been dedicated to the U.N.O. 
in February 1968. The Satellite Launching Station has been 
established at Sriharikota. World’s longest cylindrical radio 
telescope (530 metres long) has been set up at Ootacamund 
(Tamil Nadu). A unique solar observatory has been set up on 
an islet in the Fateh Sagar lake in Udaipur for solar observa- 
tion. It is believed to be the third observatory of its kind 
in the world ; the first two are situated in the U.S.A. 


India Enters Space Age ‘Aryabhatta’ Launched—On 
April 19, 1975, India launched her first, satellite “Aryabhatta’ 
named after the great Indian astronomer and mathematician 
of the 8th century, with the help of a Soviet intercosmos 
rocket from a Soviet cosmodrome. Thus India became the 
eleventh country to join the club. 


SEO—India’s Next Satellite: A projects to launch a 
second and ‘a hundred times more complex’ satellite for earth 
observation (SEO) has been announced. Like Aryabhatta it is 
scheduled to be launched in 1980 by a- Soviet intercosmos 
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cket from a cosmodrome in the USSR. It will be designed 
id fabricated in India. 


3rd Satellite may go into polar orbit—India may put a 
10 kg. remote sensing satellite in the polar orbit. This will be 
fferent from Aryabhatta IJ, the second satellite scheduled to be 
unched this year, whose orbits will be inclined to the equator.

MR. DESAI VISITS USA : ADDRESS TO SPECIAL 
U.N. SESSION : URANIUM FOR TARAPUR 


On June 5, 1978 Mr. Desai left for a 12-day foreign tour. On 
way he had a talk with the Shah of Iran during a one-hour sto- 
pover at Tehran. He also visited Belgium and the United King- 
dom. In Brussels (Belguim) an important highlight of his stay 
was his talk with the President of the Commission of the 
Europeon Economic Community, Mr. Roy Jenkins. In London, 
his talks with the British Prime Minister covered a wide range 
of international issues. From London, Mr. Desai left for New 
York to address the UN special session on disarmament. In his 
speech, heard with attention, he bluntly told the Super Powers 
to enforce disarmament, specially in the filed of nuclear 
weapons, themselves before asking other nations to do SO. 
He suggested a four-point plan for disarmament which is now 
known as ‘Desai Doctrine’. In Washington, Mr. Desai had 
talks with the U.S. President Mr. Carter. Their talks covered 
major world issues. The nuclear issue was a central topic in 
their talks. (The U.S. House International Relations Committee 
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as approved an Administration plan to continue sales of 
uclear fuel to India. Now India gets US uranuim for her 
Yarapur plant.) Both the leaders had extensive and highly 
*seful discussions on the Indo-U.S. nuclear co-operation agree- 
ment and the statutory requirements affecting the continued 
upply of enriched uranium from the United States. Mr. Desai 
‘eturred home on June 17. 


INTERIM REPORTS OF SHAH COMMISSION 


The Shah Commission which is probing into the emergency 
xcesses has submitted two interim reports to the Government 
pf India. The reports have been presented before the Parlia- 
ment. In the reports the commission has held that the decision 
‘© impose the emergency in 1975 was taken ‘exclusively’ by 
rs. Indira Gandhi in a desperate effort to continue in power 
pespite a judicial verdict against her. The economic or the 
saw and order situation in the country at the time did not 
arrant such an extreme step. The reports contain a graphic 
picture of the excesses committed during the emergency and 
ire reminiscent of accounts which have come out from countries 
‘ike Portugal and Spain which were under autocratic rule until 
ecently. The commission has held Mrs. Gandhi responsible 
‘or abuse of authority and misuse of power in a number of 
eases. A high-powered cell is likely to be set up to process the 
indings by the Shah Commission against Mrs. Indira Gandhi, 
Mr. Sanjay Gandhi and officials closely associated with Mrs. 
Jjandhi during the emergency. .

The United Nations formally came into existence on Oct. 
‘4, 1945. The first regular session of the General Assembly 
wf the Untied Nations was held in London in January 1946.

after the interests of people in areas which are not yet fully 
self-governing.

The Council consists of member states administering trust terri- 
‘tories, the permanent members of the Security Council who 
do not administer trust territories and such number of elected 
representatives as would equalise the number of members 
administering trust territories. 


<5 Anternational Court of Justice—The International 
Court of Justice was created by an international treaty, the 
Statue of the Court which forms part of the United Nations 
Charter. The Court has fifteen judges,: no two of whom may 
be nationals of the same state. The judges are elected by the 
General Assembly and the Security Council sitting indepen- 
dently. Their term of office is9 years, but they are eligible 
for re-election. The Court elects its own President and Vice- 
Presidents for a term of 3 years. The full Court of Judges 
usually sits but a quorum of 9 Judges is sufficient to constitute 
the Court. The Court exercises jurisdiction in all matters refer- 
red to it by member states. The official languages of the 
Court are English and French. All questions are decided 
by a majority of judges present. If there is no judge on the 
bench, belonging to the nationality of the parties to the 
dispute, each party has the right to choose a judge who 
shall sit with the other judges. The official seat of Court is 
at Hague but it may sit elsewhere whenever it considers this 
desirable. 


_& _Setretariate—The Secretariate is under the Secretary 
Genéral who is the chief administrative officer of the U.N. He 
is assisted by an international staff appoimted by him.

Q. 1. A_ boat rises higher when it enters the Sea 
rom the river. Explain why ? 


Ans. The sea water is denser (heavier) than the river 
yater ; the boat (now) has to replace lesser quantity of the 
heavier) sea water, and So it rises. 


Q. 2. Prove that evaporation produces’ cooling. 
fence explain how does water keep cool in earthen 
itchers ? 


Ans. Pour some spirit on the palm of your hand and 
iow upon it gently, you will see that it has disappeared, 
Vaporated, and in doing so taken heat (that is necessary for 
ae purpose of evaporation) from the hand leaving it cold. 


An earthen pitcher has millions of pores, which are invisible 
» the naked eye. Itis through these pores that the liquid 
hat has been stored in the pitcher, oozes out in the form Of 
my droplets of water, which on coming into contact with the 
ut side air, evaporates ; in doing so it takes the heat required 
»r evaporation for the body containing the liquid, leaving it 
dol. 


Q. 3. How will the boiling point of water be affected 
hen water is boiled at (a) the top of amountain, or 
») the bottom of the sea ? 


Ans. The boiling point of water (and all liquids) depends 
pon the pressure of the atmosphere. The boiling point rises 
‘ith the rise in the pressure, and it falls with the lowering of 
se atmospheric pressure. The higher we go, the lower the 
ressure falls and hence the water boils at a lower (than 100°C) 
*mperature, while at the bottom of the sea, water will boil at 
temperature that is much higher than 100°C. 


Q. 4. Explain the working of a pressure cooker ? 
Ans. Ina pressure cooker the boiling of water takes place 
nder increased pressure, thereby resulting in the ‘quicker’ 


pase. Super heating of the steam takes place in a pressure 
voker. 


Cooking takes place in a closed chamber, the steam from 
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which is not allowed to escape. Steam accumulates in the 
chamber of the cooker ; and thus there is increase of pressure. 
Pressure cookers are specially useful for the purpose of cook- 
ing at high altitudes. 


©. 5. How does a thermos flask work ? 


Ans. Thermos flask invented by James Dewar, is a double 


walled glass bottle, the air from the space between the ‘two’ 
bottles having been exhausted. There is therefore a partial 
vacuum which does not allow the external heat to affect that 
is inside the thermos flask. Thus the hot liquids poured in the 
bottle remain hot and those poured cold remain cold from 12 
to 48 hours. 


Q. 6. What is absolute temperature ? 


Ans, Absolute temperature is reckoried from the absolute 
zero or point of no heat whatever, which is (—) 273°C. 


Q. 7. Why is mercury generally used in the thermo-- 
meters ? 


Ans. Mercury is generally used in thermometers, because 
it can exist in liquid state over a wide range of temperature, it 
does not stick to the ‘walls’ of the thermometer, it has 
uniform expansion, it has low freezing point and a high boiling 
point. 


- QQ. 8. Why does the sea water boil at a temperature 
higher than 100°C ? 


Ans. This is so because the sea water has some suspended 
and dissolved impurities, which take up some heat and thus 
some extra heat is required to boil the sea water. The sea 
water is something ‘plus’ water (plus impurities mentioned 
above), hence the heat required to boil it should be some 
heat plus the heat at 100°C. 


Q. 9. Do all liquids boil at the same temperature ; if 
not why ? | 


Ans, No. The boiling point is the point beyond which a 
liquid changes into the gaseous state. Different liquids have 
different boiling points. Even the same substance boils at 
varying temperatures depending on atmospheric pressure and 
certain other factors. The boiling (and: melting) points of 
some of the liquids are given below to illustrate the statement : 
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Water 100°C; Gold melts at 1603°C and boils at 2600°C ; 
Copper melts at 1083°C and boils at 2300°C ;_ Tin melts at 
231°9°C and boils at 2270°C; Mercury boils at 357 Gi 
Hydrogen boils at (—) 253°C; Nitrogen at (—)196°C and 
Oxygen at (—)180°C. 

Q. 10. Why does a thermometer suspended in steam 
/(a thermometer should néver be dipped in the boiling 
_water) registers no rise of temperature above 100°C, 
however long it be kept there ? 


Ans. The water gets boiled at 100°C, and till it is all con- 
verted into steam, no rise in temperature is registered on the 
scale as after that stage it uses all the heat to (keep-on) con- 
verting itself into steam. 


Qh. What is dry ice ? 


_ Ans. Dry ice is nothing but “frozen”? carbon dioxide. 

Carbon dioxide is subjected to pressure equivalent to 58 atmos- 
phere and then it is abruptly relased. It then falls down in the 
- form of flakes which are compressed at a pressure of 2000 Ibs. 
per sq. inch into blocks of “Dry ice.” It is not as cold as the 
ordinary ice (frozen water), but long lasting. 


. 12. What are the advantages of atmosphere ? 


Ans. The atmosphere traps energy from the sun and 
protects us from the harmful radiation from the sun itself. In 
the absence of the atmosphere there would beno air and the 
days would have been so hot andthe nights so cold that there 
could exist no life of any kind whatsoever on the earth. 


Q. 13. How can the human beings bear such huge 
weight of the atmosphere ? 


Ans, The air presses from all directions, it is therefore, 
equally distributed. The pressure inside the human body is 
also the same as that outside thereby equalising what would 
otherwise be a burden impossible to be borne. That is why we 
do not feel that air pressure and we are not actually com- 
pressed to death by pressure and suffocation. 


Q. 14. Explain why a stick partly immersed in water 
appears to be broken at the junction of the stick (at the 
immersion point) and the surface of the water ? 


Ans. The stick appears to be bent/broken because the rays 
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of light emanating from the portion of the stick under water 
are refracted away from the normal vision as they emerge from. 
the water. 


Q. 15. How is the rainbow formed ? 


Ans. After the rain when the atmosphere is washed clean, 
myriads of tiny droplets of moisture remain suspended in the 
air. Each of these tiny droplet behave like a right glass prism 
and disperses the light of the sun into seven colours (of the: 
spectrum), represented by the ‘word’ ‘VIBGYOR’ each initial 
standing for a colour ; in order—V-Violet ; I-Indigo ; B-Blue ; 
G-Green ; Y-Yellow ; O-Orange ; and R-Red. . And again as. 
the number of these tiny ‘water prism’ is infinitely numerous, 
the result is a huge sun spectum, wecall rainbow. A rainbow 
can only be seen with one’s back towards the sun. Sometimes, 
a double rainbow is also seen. 


Q. 16. Small drops of water appear on the outer surface 
of a tumbier containing ice or anice cold liquid. Explain 
how ? 


Ans. The air around the tumbler on coming into contact. 
with its outer surface gets cold and the water vapour con- 
denses there, in the form of tiny droplets of water (which is 
always present in the air in some quantity.) 


Q. 17. A gardener on touching the iron blade of his spade 
with one hand and its wooden handle with the other, feels 
that .he iron blade is colder than the handle that is made of 
wood. Explain this. 


Ans. On touching the (iron) blade, the farmer feels it to 
be cold as the iron being a good conductor of heat ‘takes’ away 
some heat from the body of the ‘toucher’ producing the sen- 
sation of coldness, while the wooden handle does not conduct. 
any heat being a bad conductor of heat. 


Q. 18. Cloudy nights are warmer than the clear nights. 
How ? 


Ans. On the cloudy nights the heat radiated from the 
earth is reflected back by the clouds rather it isnot allowed to 
escape. This explains how the clear nights are colcer than the 
cloudy or foggy ones. 
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YO. 1°. In summer white clothes are preferred to dark 
nes, how is that ? 


Ans. The black or the dark coloured clothes absorb more 
jeat than light or soft coloured clothes. In summer if the 
ark coloured clothes are worn, we shall feel more ‘hot’ and 
tence uncomfortable. 


Q™o. A newly made quilt is warmer than an old one. 
hy ? 


Ans. A newly made quilt is ‘warmer’ than an old one, 
because it is ‘puffed-up’, it has more numerous air cells than 
n old, used quit.

's much larger than those enclosed in the ‘cells’ of the old quit 
ind being itself a bad conductor does not allow the body heat

Q. 21. Water pump becomes useless if water has to be 
raised through a height greater than thirty feet. How ? 


Ans. The pump becomes useless because the atmospheric 
pressure can force water only about 24 feet at best. Hence if 
water has to be conveyed above this height, the atmospheric 
pressure becomes useless, and some other source of energy : 
1 force pump, or electric energy has to be used for that 
purpose. 


Q. 22. A person carrying a bucket full of water has to 
bend his right hand to the left. Why ? 


_. Ans. He has to tilt to the left because the centre of gravity 
shat has shifted to be the right is brought back ‘in position’ 
otherwise the man would fall down. Itis for the same reason 
jhat any one carrying a load up a mountain has to bend for- 
ward and the one carrying a load down a slope has to bend 
packwards.

_ Ans. According to the law of inertia, the bicycle comes

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applied the jerk felt is particularly severe or violent because 
(only) the front wheel comes to rest while the hind wheel is 
still in motion. 


Q. 24. Explain why it is easier to shut a heavy door 
(or any door) by applying the main force away from the 
hinges than at near ? 


Ans. When force is applied away from the hinges, the 
door opens easily as it works as a lever and the force applied 
is multiplied. But when we apply the force near the hinges 
the multiplication of the forces is much less, hence the result. 


Q. 25. Explain why it is more difficult to walk on sand, 
than on the hard ground ? 


Ans. When we walk on the (hard) ground we push the 
ground with our feet, and in return our feet are pushed for- © 
ward enabling us to walk. But when we try to walk on sand 
the sand gives way, and it does not exert any appreciable 
forward thrust—hence the phenomena.

Ans. It is easier to swim in the sea water than in the river 
-water bacause the sea water has greater density (thicker and 
heavier) than the fresh (river) water; and it supports the 
swimmer more than the river water can. |

the trees at night ? . 

Ans. At night the trees take up oxygen and give up*carbon 
dioxide. The person sleeping under the tree will not get suffi- 
cient oxygen and feel chocked.
